A gnod example of how fortunes are 


, made in New York city is afforded by 


the life and business operations of Mil- 
lard Fillmore Tompkins, who died at the 
age of thirty-nine years. Mr. Tompkins 
was almost penniless when, a mere boy, 
he first came to this city. He-understood 
his business, however, and he had the 
courage to strike out into a new path. 
The result was that building his busi- 
ness up little by little he died worth 


I $000,000. To his wife, fully as much as 


to himself, this success is due, and Mr. 
Tompkins was always the first to ac- 
knowledge this. 


When Mr. Tompkins was fourteen 


years old he ran away from the home 
where lie was bom, at Newport, R. I., 
and came to this city, with the usual 
resolve of making a fortune for him- 
self. He had ten dollars in his peeket 
when he started. 
This, with what ' 


knowledge of groceries he had picked 
np at the markets near his home, consti- 
tuted his stock in trade. Naturally on 
reaching the city he drifted to the gro- 
cery districts, and got work as clerk in 
a grocery store on Catharine street. 
The proprietor of the store at first paid 
the lad barely enough to keep him alive, 
but realizing that young Tompkins was 
getting so thoiough a knowledge of the 
trade as to make him valuable he raised 
his wages very soon. 


Instead of living in accordance with 


his increased means, Tompkins contin- 
ued to live in the same onanner as be- 
fore, putting aside all his surplus money 
for tho purpose of buying a horse and 
buck. A picture of him taken shortly 
after his fifteenth birthday looks more 
like that of a man of twenty-eight than 
a young boy. Ho was then tall and well 
developed, with a good sized mustache 
and "sideburns." It was more than two 
years before the young clerk had saved 
enough to buy such a horse and truck 
as he wanted. When at length he went 
into the truck business ho made money 
so rapidly that at the end of two years 
he w.is enabled to sell out and establish 
a retail grocery store in Spring street, 
near Clinton market. 


It had been his idea since his arrival 


in New York to own a grocery store. 
There were at that tune no cheap cash 
down groceries in the city. Tompkins 
made up his mind that there was money 
to be made iu a purely cash business, 
with a cheap scale of prices for trade 
among the pooler people. Following 
out this idea he increased his business to 
such an extent that he soon moved to a 
laig-orotoie, and then to a still larger 
one. Within two years after the pur- 
chase of his first store Mr. Tompkins, 
now twenty-one years old, bought out 
tho large grocery at Spring and Sullivan 
streets, and hiied another building for a 
storehouse near by. It was about this 
time that he met Mina Josephine Coop- 
er, of 27 Charlton street. He fell in love 
with her, and after a short courtship, 
notwithstanding that Miss Cooper was 
only sixteen years old, they were mar- 
ried. From that time on Mr. Tompkins 
hud a partner in his business as well as 
in his life. 


"You go on and extend the business," 


said young Mrs. Tompkins to her hus- 
band. "I can manage the Spring street 
store while you look after the general 
matters." And the did. With a school 
mowledgeof figures and bookkeeping 
she went into the Spring street store, 
mastered the business in every detail, 
and alone and unaided has conducted it 
up to the present time in such a manner 
is to make it the most successful estab- 
ishment owned by Mr. Tompkins. The 
Business spread steadily, new stores be- 
ng established in Bleecker street, Ninth 
and Sixth avenues, and in other places 
n this city and Jersey City, until at the 
time of his death Mr. Tompkins owned 
eleven retail stores, besides the two 
wholesale establishments at 53-61 Ganse- 
voort street. 


From the first Mr. Tompkins stuck by 


his principles of cash payments. He 
discounted all his bills, and thus was 
able to buy where others could not, 
dealers who were in need of ready 
money often coming to him in prefer- 
ence to others, as they knew that they 
could get cash for their goods. It was 
his idea to drop gradually his retail j 
trade and go into the wholesale busi- 
ness entirely. The care of so many es- 
tablishments was wearing on him, but 
he absolutely refused to let any one else 
take part in the management. 


"I have built up the business and I 


will run it," he said. "I want no part- 
ners or managers to tell me what to do. 
When I want advice I can go to my 
wife. I would rather have her judg- 
ment on matters connected with the 
grocery business than that of any man 
in New York. I have been guided al- 
ways by her advice, and to her fully as 
much, if not more than to myself, the 
success of our business is due."—New 
York Sun. 


An Old Philosopher Gives the Benefit of 


Ills Experience. 


For sightseers I.will lay down two or 


three rules which have guided me more 
and more in my habits of traveling, and 
for which I think there is good founda- 
tion: 


If you wijl stay two or three days in one 


place you will get that sort of affection 
for it and knowledge of its interior life, 
if one may use so large a phrase, which 
makes you always remember it with 
pleasure. If, on the other hand, you 
bhould spend the same three days iu 
going to three different places you have 
in each of them only the annoyance of 
dropping your anchor and pulling it up 
again, only the little trials which neces- 
sarily belong to the first hours in an inn 
or a lodging house, and before these lit- 
tle annoyances are well over you have 
gone on your way again. 


My experience is that I have very Uttle i 


recollection of any sort of places where i 
I have simply spent a night or a part of 
a day, and that for filling np that great 
fund of experience and memories the 
maintenance of which is the great object 
of traveling it is always desirable to re- 
main for a little while where you are 
well off, that you may become acquaint- 
ed not simply with the circumstances, 
but with the real character of what in a 
certain way you may thus make a home. 


I hold that no man should travel with 


the mere idea of being amused. He has 
no right to walk into a town or an inn 
and bay to the first person he meets 
there, "Come »nd amuse me; show me 
what there is which is entertaining." 
Wherever a man goes he should carry 
certain tastes of his own, should have 
certain objects which have interested 
him in life, and he should inquire with 
regard to those objects, as this particu- 
lar place may have an answer to give to 
his inquiries. 


And this I say with a good deal of hes- 


itation. I know nothing in the mere 
crossing of the water which bhould 
change us all into critics of fine art. I 
am always a little amazed when I go by 
chance into a picture gallery in Paris, 
in Brussels, or in Antwerp, to find there 
some well to do Americans whom I 
never should by any accident have found 
tu the academy at New York or the art 
gallery in Boston. I cannot see why we 
should all be compelled to see paintings 
in Europe, and in every city in Europe, 
when at home we do not consider the ex- 
amination of paintings to be our primi- 
pal and especial business. I like to see 
a good picture, I think, as much as any- 
body does. But I cannot understand 
why the profession of a traveler and 
that of a connoisseur in art should be 
considered, as certainly they are consid- 
ered, as being very much the same thing. 
So I do not believe, as I say, that a per- 
son gains qualifications for an art critic 
by the accident of his crossing the ocean. 


To young travelers I am forever say- 


ln?Z "?®eP acrapbooks." They are even 
better than journals,"toy wfficn-rTBeatt?-1 
preserve little queer bits of printed in- 
formation which will come drifting into 
your hands t-very day, and which in 
after years will have a value from asso- 
ciation which of course does not attach 
to them, and by the same token what- 
evei is writttn at tho moment has a 
freshness afterward which no recollec- 
tion brought out on rainy days can rival. 
Here is the advantage of a fountain 
pen or a half dozen sharpened pencils, 
ot which you cannot very easily lose all. 
Your journal may be no sort of use to 
anybody also, but it will always be of 
value to yourself .—Ed ward Everett Hale 
i;i Boston Commonwealth.

That to eat bananas and drink 
wine immediately afterward is to court 
certain death, as was stated by a gentle- 
man of some experience, is not correct, 
or I would have died a score of deaths 


1 from poison befoie this, and theinhabit- 
| ants of the West Indian islands would 


• have been decimated time and again, 
for the combination is common among 
those who can secure wine. 


It is possible that some particular 


wines are dangerous in combination 
with bananas, but the rule does not ap- 
ply either to champagne or sherry. The 
suggestion, however, that bananas are 
injurious in connection with anything 
is rather a novel one to me, because 
there are few fruits which will preserve 
life and health like the banana. When 
properly ripened the fruit is at once de- 
licious and nutritious.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Rainfall In Australia. 


Australia seems to have had an un- 


usual rainfall this year, though it does 
not equal that of 1890, when, according 
to a report just issued by the govern- 
ment astronomer of New South Wales, 
the average for the whole colony was 
82.75 inches, or 33.0 per cent, greater 
than the average of the sixteen preced- 
ing years, Forests do not seem to have 
aided ia cloud precipitation, for while a 
densely timbered region the amount was 
85.89 inches, the mean of nine of the 
nearest stations in an open country was 
38.92 inches. 


Elevation, however, has a marked in* 


fluence on rainfall. 
At Wallagoug, 


half a mile from the sea, at an elevation 
of sixty-seven feet, 38.84 inches fell, 
while at Cordeanx river, six miles from 
the sea, it is 55.53 inches,—Mediter- 
ranean Naturalist.

Punching Steel and Iron. 


According to a paper read before the 


Engineers' club, of Philadelphia, on the 
proper limit of thickness to steel which 
may be punched, the statement is made 
that the thicker the steel the greater the 
damage caused by such an operation. 
Recent tests made to determine this 
matter are declared to indicate that 
punching injures steel less than iron up 
to, say, three-quarters of an inch in 
thickness, at which point the two ma- 
terials are about equal in this respect, 
and beyond this point the value of steel 
after punching decreases quite rapidly 
as the thickness increases; in iron the 
percentage seems to be much more con- 
stant. 


The character of the fracture after 


punching is also found to be materially 
affected by the thickness of the mate- 
rial. In view of these circumstances, it 
is proposed to limit to one-half inch the 
thickness of the metal subjected to 
pinching, ezcepting in the cases of 
girders of more than fifty feet in length, 
when it may be nine-sixteenths of an 
inch; in top cords and end posts, five- 
eighths of an inch, and in shoes, pedes- 
tals and bed plates, three-quarters of 
«n inch.—New York Stags,

Communifatlng with Parli. 


The methods employed by the Parisian 


authorities for communicating with the 
provinces during the siege of Paris were 
persevering and ingenious. The princi- 
pal means of sending letters was by bal- 
loons and carrier pigeons, but many 
other plans were tried. It was almost 
impossible for a messenger to get through 
the (Jermi n lines. Even when other 
difficulties could be overcome the dan- 
ger of a iicarch and a discovery of the 
dispatch w.is groat. 


Many of 1 he mesbengers made incisions 


in the skin and hid a dispatch under the 
epidermis. Others provided themselves 
with hollow ten centime pieces or hol- 
low keys, which could be opened like a 
box and in which dispatches could be 
hidden. One was accustomed to hide 
his dispatcn Tinder an artificial hollow 
tooth. The ,e lispatches of course were 
written in cipher, and covered only a 
fragment of paper. 


Attomptt were made to cross the 


enemy's lin es by following the caves and 
natural tur nels under the left branch of 
the Seine, and by diving and crossing 
the bed of i he river in diving suits, but 
these plans failed. 


A cuiiom scheme was the putting of 


letters into little hollow spheres of zinc, 
and throwing these spheres into the 
Seine or its tributaries, hoping that they 
would floal to Pans. They did float to 
Pans, but not until after the armistice. 
It was snpj iosed that they were stopped 
by dams, o r that they were discovered 
and held b.ick by tho Germans until the 
siege was ut an end,—Youth's Compan- 


Orlcln of "lentil Law." 


Webster's Dictionary, title "Lynch 


law," says: "The practice of punishing 
men for crimes or offenses by private, 
unauthorized persons, without a legal 
trial. The term is said to be derived 
from n Virginia farmer named Lynch, 
who thus took the law into his owi 
hands." These are the main facts in re- 
gard to tl e origin of this celebiated 
"law," which, as a matter of fact, is not 
"law" at all. 


In Cauiijuell county, Va , some of the 


rankest anil most obnoxious Tories were 
taken care of by law, but there were 
many othci 9 not leachable by the statu- 
tory enactment. This being the case, 
Colonel Ch irles Lynch, Colonel Robert 
Anderson, Ins biother-in-law, and one 
Galloway, u neighbor, deteirnined to rid 
their part of the county of its enemies. 
They accordingly seized the leaders of 
tho several Tory factions and flogged 
them so se-\ erely that they were only too 
glad of the chance offered them to 
"leave, anc leave for good." 


This 
summary treatment 
having 


proved so effectual in Campbell county, 
it was soon tried in other counties where 
King Georj;e had the strongest follow- 
ing. 
Sucli procedures soon became 


known as "trials by Judge Lynch," and 
the "justicu" obtained in such couits as 
"Lynch law,"—St. Louis Republic. 


Universality of tho Sign Language. 
It is a fac t worth noting that the signs 


used by tin Indians of North America 
are i 1 ntiCiil in may instances with those 
emp" oyed uy the deaf mutes of today. 
A ebort time ago a friend of the writer, 
who had sj ent considerable time among 
the Indians, but who had never talked 
witl a deaf mute before, conversed with 
some pupili of the New York institution 
by means of signs which he had learned 
from the red men. "Where are you go- 
ing?" and "I am going away on horse- 
back," were the same when given by the 
deaf mutes and by the visitor. 


Another instance showing the sign 


language to be a universal one was 
when the mother of the writer, herself 
a deaf pert on, while attending a con- 
vention of instructors of the deaf in 
France, conversed on various topics 
with a mut3 friend by means of signs. 
The Frencl lady had no knowledge of 
the English language, while the Ameri- 
can knew hardly a word of French.— 
Scribner's.

"Weed Maps la Germany.

the children can see them as long as they 
go to school. 


A practical idea underlies the display 


ing of these maps. It is well known 
that farmers are prone to treat all weed 
alike, and hardly to observe any differ 
ence between them, whereas the nature 
of weeds differ as much as the nature 
of other plants do, and the sort o 
treatment which will exterminate o» 
will sometimes increase and multiply 
another. 


It is important therefore that the farm 


er and gardener should understand the 
weeds which they are trj'ing to extermi 
nate. 


It is here that these German wal 


maps come in. They show colored pic 
tures of the most pestiferous weeds, in 
all stages of growth, and also the way 
in which they scatter their seeds an( 
propagate themselves. By learning them 
thoroughly, through seeing them day by 
day on the walls, the child grows u] 
with a knowledge of the best way to ex 
terminate them.—Youth's Companion.
